Elihu Root, secretary of state of the 
United States. made requisition on the 
authorities the Dominion of Canada 
for the extradition of J. N. Strohbar, 
who was alleged to be a fugitive from 
thhe justice of this state, and who had 
SOught an asylum ijn Canada. This 
requisition was made by virtue of the 
treaty adapted by the extradition con- 
vention between the United States and 
Great Britain promulgated March 25th, 
1890. The requisition was honored by 
the Dominion of Canada and Strohbar 
was brought to: this state, was lately 
tried and acquitted. 

While Strohbar was in the custody of 
the officers of this state requisition was 
made upon the governor of Georgia by 
the govemhor of Florida for the return 
of Strohbar to the state of Wiorida. as 
a fugitive from the justice of that state 
in the event of his acquittal here. Sinc® 
the trial of Strohbar he has been held 
in the custody of the officers of this state 
awaiting thie hearing.
